What Peace Means To The United States. 


By the terms of the agreement it is 
said at Washington that this country 
will get an open door in Manchuria 
and Korea, and everything else con- 
tended for by the late Secretary Hay. 

The treaty will be known as The 
Treaty of Portsmouth, and prelimi- 
nary stops have been taken to arrange 
an armistice. 

In all European capitals the opinion 
was expressed that the successful 
termination of the negotiations was 
due to President Roosevelt's presistency 
and statesmanship. 


Limits Of The Terms. 


The terms under which peace has 
been agreed to are limited tothe logi- 
cal accomplishments of the war. Ja- 
pan wins at every point except that of 
exacting of Rusisa tribute such as is 
exacted of a thoroughly beaten foo. 

The reason for this is that Russia 
atill had n large and well equipped 
army in tho flold, and could havo 
fought for years to come, and Japan 
realized that sho was in the position 
before the world of coercing Russia to 
pay her money not because she had 
conquered her, but because of Russia's 
internal troubles. 

Under the terms of the treaty to be 
signed and to be known us the Treaty 
of Portsmouth,'' the prepondering in- 
fluence'’ of Japan in Korea ia recog- 
nized by Russia and Japau will hold 
undisputed sway over that country and 
practically mako it a part of her em- 
pire. This was the immediate cause 
of tho war. Russia gets a concession 
by which she will receive the ‘‘favor- 
ed nation“ treatment. 

Russin evacuates Manchuria and 
abandons her dreams of extending her 
empire to the very doors of Japan. 

Japan is also to withdraw from Man- 
churia, and in the treaty will bo a 
pledge to observe the open door and 
the integrity of China. Manchuria 
was the main cause of the war, and 
Japan will have whatever privileges 
she can obtain from China, and those, 
it is believed, will not be difficult to 
obtain 

Japan becomes possessed of the Rus- 
sian leases on the Liastang peninsula, 
including the railroad, Port Arthur 
and Dalny. 

All the concessions under which 
Russian influence was fastened on that 
peninsula will be transferred to Japan. 


The Rallroad Concession. 


Japan also becomes possessed of the 
Eastern Chinese railroad from Port 
Arthur to a point called Quauchoutze, 
about 150 miles south of Harbin, This 
will, of course, necessitate am arrange- 
ment between Japan and China where- 
by the concession under which the 
Russians built the road will be trans- 
ferred to Japan. 

The agreement under which the road 
was built and operated was that China 
should buy the road back from Russia 
and tho stockholders in 86 years from 
the date of opening traffic, on pay- 
ment of the value of the stock and all 
the charges. If Ohina did not buy 
back, then the road would rovert to 
China in 80 years from the opening of 
the road. These concessions will now 
go to Japan If aplan which has boen 
much discussed for the transfer of the 
road to an international syndicate 
ahould be put into operation by Japan 
the Mikado's Government probably 
would reap a very large sum, which 
could be applied to the expenses of the 
war. 

Japau also obtains fishing rights 
along the Siberian litoral which bave 
beon denied for many yeataand which 
will inolude the sealing privileges. 
This is a very valuable right.

Où The Seashore. 
By Charles McIlvaine. 


When one stands on the shore at At 
lantic City or anywhere on the eastern 
shore of the United States and looka 
east, toward where the zun rises, no 
land ia in eight; nothing can be seen 
bat water and waves, ea birds and 
sailing or steam drivon vessels. From 


f this grand body of water things are 


constantly being thrown upon tlhe shore 
by the waves, and there are a great 
many most interesting animals which 
live in the sands of the beach and no- 
where else.

which have fallen into it from the 
shore. These pieces have been rolled 
abont on the sea bottom, have been 
dashed against each other and against 
the shore, until their corners are 
ground off and they are round and 
smooth Many of the pieces are ground 
into rand. The ocean's mill is a big 
one. 

The shellfish and sea shails live in 
the ocean in countless numbers. Some- 
times they are thrown on the beach 
alive; oftener the shell of those which 
have died are carried ashore by the 
waves. Frequently these are broken 
and the pieces are ground smooth. 
That part of them which looks like 
pearl, and is pearl, being hardest, is 
the last to be ground. This is why 
nearly all beach shells have the pearl 
luster. Many of them are bored full 
of little holes. These are made large- 
ly by a snail which has along tongue, 
like a ribbon. set with fine teeth, some 
times as many as 600 of them. This 
toothed tongue cuts the shell, and the 
animal that lives inside of it is eaten. 

The sea has ita own vegetable 
growths as well as the laud. They are 
often called seaweeds. Most of them 
are mosses. One of the most baauti - 
fol collections I have ever seen was of 
the pressed and dried sea mosses found 
on the seacoast of California. No 
feathers or laces could be more deli- 
cate. These growths are the Algae, 
meaning seaweeds. They are found 
in both salt and fresh water. They 
live by taking, absorbing, their food 
through their surfaces. Irish moss is 
a sea delicacy which is made into can- 
dy. Fine glue is wade from the gel- 
atine found in several of the seaweeds. 
Iodine is made from others. 

The animal life of the seashore is 
the most interesting to a great num- 
ber. Quite a common shell iş that of 
the; Pear conch. It is a snail. All 
the conches are snails. When alive 
they burrow in the sand. Most of 
the conoh shella found aro six or seven 
inches long. I have one nearly two 
feet in length. The egg cases of the 
Pear conch are plentiful. They are 
the queer looking atringa of odd shaped 
parchment like plates found lying on 
the sand. If one is carefully sliced 


open, the very small young conchas f tO be used an 


may be found inside. 
end of the string a pebble or piece of 
shell is usually fixed. This is the 
anchor the snail used to fasten its 
eggs to the sea bottom or some other 
firm placa. 

The whelk belongs north of Boston, 
vet ita shells are frequently found 
farther down the coast, bot worn by 
being washed so far from home. It, 
too is a anail Codfish are fond of it. 
So are the people of England. They 
eat about one hundred thousand dol- 
lars worth of whelks each year. 

Off from the seashore where the tide 
pools lay, several shells lesa than an 
inch long are found. Some of these 
ure relations of the true whelk and are 
called dog whelks They live on liv- 
ing and dead animal matter, boring 
the shella of other animals to get their 
food. Nearly every cast away shell of 
the dog whelk has a tenant. The 
hermit crab keeps house in it and pays 
no rent. 

The little round mouthed snail— 
the periwinkle—clings to the post, 
seaweeds, marsh grasses, just where 
salt water will wash and give it drink, 
without taxing away ita breath by too 
long aducking. Poriwinkles are good 
to eat when picked out. When I was 
an army officer, during the great Civ- 
il War, and was stationed on our 
coast, (had many a good meal of them. 
Most of the soldiers turned up their 
noses at the idea of eating ‘‘snails,"' 
as they called them, which was all the 
better for me. Over two thousand 
bushels a week aro eold inthe English 
markets during the height of the peri- 
winkle season from March to August. 
The periwinkle iva vegetable enter. 

I skip the common clam and oyster, 
though they are interesting to know 
about. The soft shelled sand clam— 
the maninose—has a shell so thin that 
it breaks unless handled very care- 
fully. It looks a good deal like the 
common fresh water mussel. Low 
down on the sand bars at the mouths 
of creeks and inlets, where the water 
voldom leaves the sand long enough 
for it to dry, lives the maninose—a 
foot under ground. It has a long ex- 
tension from the back part of ita body, 
which it raises up to the surfaca 
through a tube in the sand. This tuba 
is made by the slime off the clam’s 
extension sticking the grains of sand 
together. In thia long extension are 
two tubes—siphons they are called. 
The clam runs up its extension, draws 
the water, whioh contains all the food 
it gota, down ono tube and forces It 
out tho other. It has a perpetual res- 
taurant passing through its stomach 
ti tho time. Aa you get near it, or 
when you strike on the sand, it draws 
in {ts tybo quickly. This forces the 
water out of it, whiol makes the 
squirt.into the air, often seen. Iof- 
ten shoulder a spade and go down on 


the fine beach in front of where I live, 


and dig for maninose, when I see that 
the tide is low enough. The maninose 
is delicious. If you get a maninone, 
Without breaking its shell, place dt in 
a salt water and you will see 
kee 


The scallop shell is very common, 
It looks like a little spread fan, wite- 
outa handle, except in that it is scoop- 
ed, and is scalloped on the outside. 
When there are small comb like teeth 
on the hinges, which lock the two 
shells when closed, they belong to the 
Arke. Tho long, narrow, shell, look- 


ing a little like a razor blade, belongs | 


to the razor fish. It lives from two 
to three feet under the saud. Like 
the maninose, it has a long siplon to 
get its food by. Strange to say, it can 
see with this siphon, which is in the 
place for a tail. 

The lumps of clear jelly—the jelly 
fisi—which looks as if they ought to 
be eaten with a spoon are beautiful 
when floating abont inthe water. The 
jelly fish is a very singulan animal. 
It grows by budding. When in bath- 
ing. if one is struck upon the body by 
tho jelly fish, sharp stings are felt, 
which burn for a long time. In Aug- 
ust, when I look down from my hign 
bank into the clear Choptank waters, 
and see hundreds of jelly Ush swinging 
their long tassels beneath the waves, 
do not go in bathing. Tho little jel- 
ly fish ia my master. — From The Sun- 
day School Times. Cambridge, Md.

Haman's Statement. 


tn a letter to the Denton Journal, 
Oaroline County, Md., published Ju- 
ly 15, Mr. B. Howard Haman writes 
as follows: 

The Journal asks me for a brief 
statement of ‘the purposes and rea- 
sonable expectations of the Haman 
bill’. 

The main purpose of the friends 
of thia billie to arrest the decline of 
all branches of the oyster industry of 
Maryland, before the business is de- 
stroyed and the oystermen driven 
out of employment. The impending 
ruin of this—the grentest industry of 
our State—can be prevented only if 
it is possible to increase the supply 
of oysters. Experience has shown 
that the natural beds never suffice for 
the needs of a community. The Ha- 
mon bill provides for the marking 
out of the natural beds, and leaves 
these to the oystermon, as at present, 
‘common of fishery’.

The maximum rental of oyster 
lands provided in my bill is one-half 
of the minimum reserved in the 
Rhode Island leases. My maximum 
rental is $5 per acre. Suppose there 
were a uniform rental of $3 per acre 
against Rhode Island's minimum of 
100 per acre for lands under 16 feet of 
water or less. This uniform rate of 
#3 per acre is low enough, as an acre 
of good oyster land will produce from 
500 to 2,000 bushes a year. How wany 
acres of oyster land will be probably 
taken up within 10 vears from the 
enactment of a. practical oyster law. 
The lowest estimate can demonstrate 
to any audience in Oaroline county, 
in the presence of any opponent, that 
the ovster and good roads bills which 
bear my name, if passed and properly 
administered shozid prodave a net 
revenue for the roads of this State of 
more than $500,000 per annum. 

“This great cause has received no 
assistance from Ouroline county mem- | 
bers of the Legislature. Is it too 
much to hope thatthe coming Senate 
and House of Delegates may each con- | 
tain a man, earnest enongh to study 
the oyster question and able_to pre- 
sent to the Legislature the results of | 
his investigation?

The aplary on the Arlington Farm 
will be a breeding station for various 
races of bees Queen bees of Cau- 
caman, Cyprian, Dalmatian, Itallan 
and Carniolan races will be specially 
Imported for propagating purposes, 
with a view to the Improvement of 
varieties. Within the last few years 
science has taken up the business of 
Improving the honey bee, particularly 
in respect to its capacity for honey- 
gathering, though also in relation to 
gentleness of temper (an important 
point to the bee-keeper,) and bees of 
various stocks have been brought 
from abroad and crossed with thea: 
on this side of the water. 

It is a curious fact, not widely 
realized perhaps, that there were no 
bees in America until the soven- 
teenth century, when they were 
brought from Germany. These first 
Importations were of the common, 
black variety, now found all over the 
United States, which are so flerce as 
to be diMecult to handle and control. 
At the present time bee-keepers select 
thelr bees carefully as farmers do cat- 
tle, each stock having ita special 
merits, The Cyprians (from the 
{sland of Cyprus) are wonderful hon- 
ey-getters, but somewhat Irritable. 
The Italian bees are exceedingly 
docile and prolific.—Sunday Magazine

“Two or three weeks before lamb- 
ing time increase the grain ration to 
about three-quarters of a pound in or- 
der to encourage a large milk flow.

COINAGE OF SILVER DOLLARS. 

In the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1904, silver dollars to the number of 
10,101,650 were coined from the bull- 
ion purchased under the act of 1890. 
and of the balance, 6,607,938 fine 
ounces, four-fifths was used in the fol- 
Towing six months to Dec. 31 for sub- 
sidiary coinage, while but 105 addi- 
tional dollars were minted. The sec- 
retary of the treasury says that no 
silver dollars bearing the date of 1905 
have been struck. This is in accord- 
ance with the act of 1900, amended 
in 1903, authorizing subsidiary coin- 
age to the limit of the stock of bull- 
fon. It seems a pity that the last 105 
specimens were not marked, for the 
benefit of coin collectors, to distin- 
guish them from their congeners of 
the stamp of 1904.—Brooklyn Eagle. 


GULF STREAM RUNS FASTER. 


The Gulf Stream Is said to be run- 
ning so much more rapidly than for- 
merly that sailing ships cannot make 
headway against its current. This 
“river in the ocean” is caused by the 
waters of the Gulf of Mexico piling 
up owing to the rotation of the earth 
until that evil caldron rises two or 
three feet higher than the waters in 
mid-Atlantic. Florida Strait, about 
90 miles broad, forms the only egress 
for the waters, which flow through 
this narrow outlet between Key West 
and Cuba at a speed of eight or ten 
miles an hour.—London Tatler. 


STATUS OF A CITIZEN. 

When the exact status of a natural- 
ized citizen and his rights and limita- 
tions when abroad have been definite- 
ly fixed by law, our government, what- 
ever its political complexion, can be 
dépended on to protect him in those 
rights whenever by whomsoever 
assalled.—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

A Narrow Escape. 


Job R Elzey, chief engineer of the 
steamer, Julian Tavlor. had a very 
narrow escape on Wednesday night of 
last wouk. The Taylor was steaming 
up the Nanticoke for Sharptown with 
a load of gum logs for tha Marvil 
Pkg , Uo., of this town, with Capt. 
Way Bell at the wheel. Just below 
Sandy Hill Elzey took a draw bucket 
and went aft to geta bucket of water. 
In drawing the water, his weight 
against the iron rail that extends aft, 
broke it off§aud precipitated him into 
the river. After diseutungling him- 
golf from the ropes of the bucket he 
ttarted for the shore but the waves 
were rolling so high that he soon 
found he could not make the shore. 
He took his penknife out of his pants 
pocket, opened it and cat his shoe 
laces and removed his Bhoes. He also 
put the knife back in his pocket. He 
remained in the water for more than 
an hcur drifting with the tide and 
endeavoring to work in shore. He fin- 
ally saw a small light prosuming it to 
be on a vessel and he used his beat ef 
forts though almost exhausted to 
reach to the light whioh he did and 
fonud it on a pile driver at Sandy 
Hill wharf. He climbed upon the 
scow and got on board where he met 
kind friends who gave him a change 
of clothing and took care of him until 
the steamer Enoch Pratt arrived when 
he took passage for Sharptown. When 
he straightened up after reaching the 
scow to his Kreat surprise he could 
reach the bottom and was in water 
only about four feet deep. He fell 
overboard about ten o'clock and 
roached the scow sows after eleven, 

The steamer moved on up the Nan- 
ticoke as if nothing had happened un- 
til the assistant engineer, H. G. 
Wheatley, was called for his turn and 
it was then discovered that Elzey was 
not on board. A broken rail and a 
missing draw buoket told the storv. 
The steamer was turned back and went 
several miles down the river blowing 
the whistle and occasionally stopping, 
but hearing nothing of him gave up the 
searoh came up the river and reach- 
ed Sharptown early Thursday morn- 
ing. The mistake was in not going 
down the river far enough. Elzey 
was miles below where the steamer 
stopped in the search, He had fallen 
over much earlier tnan the crew sup- 
Losed and consequently was farther 
down the river, 

When the steamer reached town 
Oapt. Bell informed Oapt. Major A. 
Elzey. Job's brother of what had taken 
place and he took the sad and Aistross- 
ing news to the family and soon the 
news spread over town and Job's many 
friends and large circle of relatives 
had the and impression that he was 
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drowned. A few people however, 
who knew Job's indomitable courage 
and resolution in times of danger 
believed and so expressed themselves 
that he was still alive, being an expert 
swiminer, he woul. save himself un- 
less badly hurt in the fall. 
At seven o'clock when the telephone 
service was opened all doubt was re- 
moved and joy spread over the town 
when his familiar voice over the wires 
from Vienna brought the glad news 
‘that he was alive and would be home 
on the ateamer. 

A few hours later he came home 
very much exhanated, hut was greeted 
| with much rejoicing by his family and 
fan He stated that if it had been 
calm and the river smooth he would 
likely have soon reached the shore 
but owing tothe strong wind from 
the shore he could do but little except 
keep himself upon the surface. He 
suffered much pain in his arms in his 
struggle to keep up and move as best 
he could toward the shore. His ex- 
perience and narrow escape will lon 
be remembered by himself and family

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P. O. Clerks And Carriers Examina- 
tion Here Sept. 16. 


Notice has been posted that on Sep- 
tember 16th, next, an examination will 
be held at the Salisbury Post Otice for 
positions of Post Offlvo Clerks and Let- 
ter Carriers, 

The salary of letter carriera incities 
containing less than 75,000 population 
are two classes: Second class, $850 per 
annum, and third class, $600 per an- 
nom. Appointments of letter carriers 
are made to the class having the min- 
imum rate of pay and promotions from 
the lower grades are made to the next 
higher grade at the expiration of one 
year's service, on certificate of the post- 
master to the efficiency and faithful- 
neas of the employee during the reced- 
ing year. A substitute letter carrier 
receivers ‘a compensation of $l per an- 
num and the pro rata compensation of 
the carrier whose route he may be re- 
quired to serve. A vacancy in the reg- 
ular force of carriers must be filled by 
the promotion of the senior substitute. 
A substitate clerk is paid a rate of 
compensation not exceeding the com- 
pensation of the absent clerk orem- 
ployee whose place he takes. The 
salaries of clerks at the post offices 
vary according to the class of work to 
be performed and the size of the ofice, 
hatgrange from 8400 to $1,000 in the 
smaller offices to as high as $1,700 per 
unnum inthe larger officer, All orig- 
inal appointments of clerks are made 
at the minimum salaries. 

Age limit all positions 18 to45 years. 

All applicants, male and female, 
must be at least 5 feet 4 inches in 
height in bare feet, and weigh not 
less than 125 pounds, 

All persons who have been examined 
for the position of clerk or carrier 
within the past year and failed to pass 
may be re-examined upon filing new 
applications in due time.

Exit crab; onter oyster. 

The prompter has already begun to 
call the time for that popular and 
succulent bivalve of the Chesapeake 
which plavs such a feature role in the 
winter scene on the stage of life. Six 
days more and then All hail the oys- 
tor!“ 

The collective prompter in this in- 
stance is a half dozen or more captains 
of oyster boats who have been trav- 
erasing the bay lately and here and 
there ‘‘trving’’ the bottoms. 

The prospects were never brighter 
for a tremendous crop,“ they say, 
Everyvbodv can ont oysters this win- 
tor.“ 

One captain who has sailed into ev- 
ery tribatary of the Chesapeake and 
‘*tried'' every natural bottom says 
there are more oysters inthe bay than 
there has been in years. 

“The oysters are big and aro getting 
fat, he snid. By the middle of 
October thov will be as fine as anv 
ever caught."' 

September 1 hundred of crabbers in 
newly painted bonts will turn tongers. 
and every day thoir ranks will grow 
until October 1, when there will be 
15,000 oystermen handling tongs in a 
manner giving not the slightest hint 
that a month previous they were catch- 
ing or picking craba. The weather per- 
mitting, and excepting Sundays, these 
5.090 tongers will be on the bay every 
day until April 25. If the coming 
winter is like the last and the one be- 
fore it. they will spend almost as 
much time hugging a stove as tong- 
ing for oysters. While they work 
they will make from $5 to $I a day. 

On October 15 dredging boats will 
begin work in the Potomac river. and 
on November in theChesapeake. There 
were 600 dredgers working in the bay 
last winter. 

As is to be expected. all oyater peo- 
ple are discussing the Haman Oyster 
Julture bill. 

Phe DIT suits me, almost, bat 1 
would like to seo'snch and such’ pro- 
visions contained in it,“ said one 
large oyaterman. 

„Oh. that fellow wants the bill 
changed to that he will be benefitted 
peronally, said another. Now 1'd 
like to see ‘such and such’ change 
made before the bill become a law." 

“Will the bill be passed?;'' was 
asked, ‘ 

„Oh, yes, an oyster bill will be 
passed,'’ was the unanimous reply. 
It may not be the vresent Haman 
bill. Mr. Haman|[mav have to change 
it” 
tIndividuslly each oyterman says 
the bill will be like the Haman bill, 
but not ‘‘precisely incidental."’ and 
each hus a few ideas of his own that 
he wants to see inoorporated in the 
bill, 

However, they are unanimous in the 
declaration that the shells should be 
returned to the natural beds. 

But,“ they ask, will there ever 
be a Legislature that will appropriate 
money to put the shells back!“ 

But just now the oyster's the 
thing.“ to paraphrase a famous say-

HOW TO BUILD MACADAM ROADS. | 

Careful Selection Necessary if the 
Best Results Are Expected. 

No one rock can be said to be a 
universally excellent road material. 
The climatic conditions vary so much 
in different localities, and the vol- 
ume and character of traffic vary so 
much on different roads, that the 
properties necessary to meet all the 
requirements can be found in no one 
rock, If the best macadam road be 
desired, that material should be se- 
lected which best meets the condi- 
tions of the particular road for which 
it .s intended. 

The movement for better country | 
roads which has received such an Im- 
petus from the bicycle organizations 
is still felt, and is gaining force from 
the rapid introduction of horseless 
vehicles, To this demand, which 
comes in a large measure from the 
urbin population, is to be added that 
of the farmer, who is wakening to the 
fact that good roads greatly increase 
the profits from his farm produce, 
and thus materially better his condi- 
tion; and to the farmer, eed, we 
must look for any real Improvement 
in our country roads, 

In considering the comparative val- 
ues of different cocks for road build- 
ing, it must be taken for granted in 
all cases that the road is properly 
laid out, constructed, and maintained. 

In most cases the selection of ma- 
terlal for road makin; is determined 
more by its cheapness and conveni- 
ere of location than | ny pop- 
e os It may poseess, laut when we 
cee siler the number afra all over 
our country which are bas from ne- 
g) t and from obsolete methods of 
mi ntenance that would Le much Im- 
proved by the use of any rock, too 
muh care can not be used in select- 
ing the proper material when good 
re adis are desired at t.e lowest cost.

d. `d into a district they are at worst 
so far superior to the old earth roads 
that the question is rarely asked, 
whether, if another material had been 
usol, better roads would not have 
been obtained, and this : a smaller 
cost. When mistakes are made they 
are pot generally discovered unul 
n. h time and money have been ex- 
pended on Infevlor roads. Such er- 
rors can in a great measure be ay d- 
ed if rev unable care is taken in che 
selection of a suitable material. 

If a road Js bad, the exact trouble 
must first be ascertained before the 
proper remedy can be applied. If the 
Stuhec of a mieatam read continues 
to le too muddy or dusty after the 
nec any dralnuge precautions have 
been followed. then the rock of which 
it is constructed lacks sufficlent hard- 
hess or toughness to meet the trafe 
to vhieh it is subjected. If, on the 
contrary, the fine binding material of 
the surface is carried off by wind and 
rain and is ot replaced by the wear 
of the contser fragments, the surface 
stenes will soon loosen and allow 
water to make its way freely to the | 
foundation and bring about the de- 
structlon of the road, Such condi- 
tions are brought about by an excess 
of hardness or toughness of the rock 
for the traMe. Under all conditions a 
rock of high cementing „nlue is de- 
sirable; for, other things beling equal, 
such a rock better resists the wear of 
traffic and the action of wind and rain, 

In road building the attempt should 
be rde to get a perfectly smooth 
surface, not too hard, too slippery, or 
too noisy, and as free as possible 
from mud and dust.

SELECTING TURKEY 8TOCK. 


Few Rules Observed to Advantage 
Will Insure Good Stock. 

Wirst.—Always use as breeders tur- 
key hens over one year old. Be sure 
they are strong, healthy, and vigor- 
ous, and of good medium size. In no 
instance select the smaller ones. Do 
not strive to have them unnaturally 
large. 

Second.—The male may be a year- 
ling or older. Do not imagine that 
the large overgrown males are the 
best. Strength, health, and vigor, 
with well-proportioned medium size 
are the main points of excellence. 

Third—Avold close breeding. New 
blood is of vital importance to tur 
keys. Better send a thousand miles 
fora new male than to risk the 
chances of Inbreeding. Secure one in 
the fall so as to be assured of his 


health and vigor prior to the breed- 
ing season.

Feeding Small Chickens. 


Chickens do not require food for tho 
first twelve to thirty-six hours after | 


hatching, One of the best foods that 
can be fed for the first few days is 
stale bread soaked in milk. This 
should be crumbled fine and placed 
where the chickens have free access 
to it, and where they can not step 
on it, 

Granulated oats, (with the hulls re- 
moved) make an excellent food for 
young chickens. There is, perhaps, 
no better grain food for young ciie 
ens than oats prepared in this man- 
ner. It may be fed to good advantage 
after the second or third day in con- 
nection with the bread sopped in milk. 
A good practice is to keep it befor. 
them all the time, 


— —— 
How to Care for Ducks. 

Ducks are easily raised, and cost 
but little more than chickens. They 
grow surprisingly fast, and apparently 
are not affected by neglect, requiring 
only a reasonable amount of caro 
with plenty of good substantial food 
and water. ò 

When the ducklings pip the shell 
they do not emerge at once, ax do 
ebicks, but remain quiet for possibly 
24 hours, They then burst the shell, 
but must be left quietly alone, as 
they are very delicate for the first 
few days, 

After 24 hours remove the hen and 
ducklings to a warm coop anid care for 
them as you would for chicha, 

The bost food le one pir. af corn- 
meal and four parts of bran, with a 
generous supply of fine grit added. 
Moisten slightly and feed three times 
a day for the first week. After this 
change to any other kinds of food 
that conditions mav st.—Trl- 
State Farmer and Gartowm r.

Design for a Poultry House. 

The sill may be a ? bv f or * hyg 
scantling, laid flat en the wall or 
foundation: a 2 by 2 s'rip te nailed at 
the outer edge to give the else of the 
space between the boir! whieh con- 
stitute the side walls. A ? bv ? erint- 
ling set edgewlse forma the plite, and 
to this the boards of the side walls 
are nalled These boards mav bo of 
rough lämber If economy in bullding 
is desired. If so, the Inner boarding 
should be nailed on first and covered 
with tarred building paper on the side 
that will come within the hollow wall 
when the building is completed. This 
building paper is to be held in place 
with laths or strips of thin boards. 


If only small nails or tacks are used, 
the paper will tear around the nail 
heads when damp and will not stay 
in place. 

The cracks between the boards of 
the ouside boarding may be covered 
with Inexpensive battens if they are 
nalled at frequent intervals with small 
walls. Ordinary building lath will an- 
awer this purpose admirably, and will 
last many years, although they aro 
not so durable as heavier and more ex- 
pensive strips. The tarre! paper on 
the inside boarding and the battens 
on the outside make two walls, each 
impervious to wind, with an air spac, 
between them. 


Practical Hints. 

Plants have life the same as ani- 
mals, and they require feeding, water- 
ing and care, if we expect to derive 
profit from them. 

The object of the orchard is to pro- 
duce fruit. The amount and kind of 
tillage will vary according to condi- 
tions; soll, plant food, etc. Study the 
individual needs of each orchard.— 
Farmer's Voice. 


How to Train Trees. 

Whether to train the tree high 
or low depends upon several condi- 
tions. To prune a tree properly means 
to begin when young and prune an- 
nually. This done, there is no occa- 
sion of cutting off large limbs, which 
endangers the life of the tree.—Farm- 
er's Voice.

ADVANTAGES OF GOOD ROADS. 


Journal of Agriculture Gives Good 
Reasons to Farmer. 

(1) Economize time and force in 
N between farm and mar- 
ket: 

(2) Enable the farmer to take ad- 
vantage of market fluctuations In hoy: 
ing and selling; 

(3) Permit transportation of farm 
Products and purchased commodities 
during times of comparative leisure; 

(4) Reduce the wear and tear on 
horses, harness, and vehicles; 

(5) Enhance the market value of 
real estate. 

But while it is easy to enumerate 
the ways in which improved roads 
will be financially advantageous to 
farmers, it is very difficult to estimate 
in dollars and cents, the benefits to 
accrue therefrom. 


Causes For Repairing Roads. 

(1) Defective construction of earth 
bed. 

(2) Failure to cut off underground 
water by drainage. 

(3) Rain or storm water which is 
permitted to lle in pools along the 
roadsides or in side ditches which do 
not carry the water from the road. 

(4) The side slope being insufficient 
to carry the storm water from the 
road to the side ditches. 

(5) The longitudinal grade of the 
road being greater than the slope 
from center to sides. 

(6) The formation of ruts. 

(7) Raveling, or picking up loose 
stone. 

(8) Surface stone not of 
quality and not uniform. 

(9) Roadbed not sufficiently com- 
pacted. 

(10) Accumulation of trash on the 
road.

In Favor of Narrowing Roads. 

The sentiment in favor of the re- 
duction of the width of highways 
from 60 to 40 feet appears to be be- 
coming quite general. Petitions from 
land owners in the different states, 
we learn are being made to the high- 
way commissioners to this effect. 
The claim made is that too much land 
is allowed to grow up to weeds by 
having the road so wide, as the extra 
ten feet could be well utilized if tak- 
en into the farm. It is claimed, also, 
that by narrowing the legal width of 
highway a better road can be built 
and more easily kept in condition.— 
Good Roads Magazine. 


Effects of Cold Rain on Cows. 

Recently the Arizona experiment 
station recorded the results of a cold 
rain on the milk flow of the station 
h rd. The cows were exposed three 
days and during that time they de- 
creased thirty-seven per cent in mi: 
yleld and continued until it reached 
fifty per cent. A month passed before 
they gave as much milk as that be- 
for the storm. Any one can therefore 
readily see that a shelter would soon 
puy for itself if the herd is usually 
well up In production. 


Post Protection. 

Concrete is finding an Important 
new application as a setting for posts, 
both wood and iron, says Indiana 
Farmer. When the wooden post is 
treated with tar and the hole around 
it is filled with well-tamped concrete, 
a cheap and practicable indestructible 
foundation is secured; and similar 
bedding gives to fron posts for tele- 
phone lines and other purposes the 
stability hitherto lacking. The con- 
crete protects the iron from rust, as 
it does the wood from rot. 


Good Roads in Texas. 

One of the effects of the good roads 
movement in Texas, says Good Roads 
Magazine, is the establishment of an 
automobile mall route between San 
Antonio and Pleasanton, a distance of 
about 35 miles. Before improvement 
the road was an almost impassable 
stretch of ruts, with stretches of deep 
sand. It is reported that the distance 
can be covered with an automobile 
in about three hours. 


False Economy. 

To let a straw stack stand in a field 
to rot down to be afterwards hauled 
on the thin places in that field scarce- 
ly pays for the labor expended in 
hauling and the loss of the encumber- 
ed ground. A load of straw will not 
make a load of manure by a whole 


| lot. After evaporation has taken 


place in a load of strawstack manure 
there is not much of it but fiber. 


Wire Fencing for Hogs. 

About the best thing that has 
struck the hog raiser in the past ten 
years is woven wire fencing. When 
barb wire and boards were depended 
upon for fencing the hogs were for- 
ever and eternally getting out just 
when it was most inconvenient. Now 
when pigs are shut up they stay. For 
the same money, too, much more 
ground can be fenced in than when 
wire and lumber were the cheapest 
and besides much less time is requir- 
ed to put up the strands. 


In Condition. 

To keep a horse in the best condi- 
tlon constant care needs to be exer- 
cised in keeping the skin clean and 
free from scurf and dust. If the pores 
of the skin are closed, a large quan- 
tity of waste matter is retained which 
in effect is as unhealthful as if the 
bowols were closed, and the wastes of

000. 00. 

The receipts for the Free Book Fund 
were $3,824.82, and the disbursement 
$3,744 82. 

For the Manual Training Fund the 
receipts were $3,14.278; the disburse- 
ments, $3,004 90.

Only a fool or a knave can find fault 
with such an ideal. It rests squarely 
on the eternal veritles. And yet it will 
not solve the negro problem, nor bring 
us within sight of its solution. Upon 
the other hand, It will only Intensify 


that problem's dangerous features, com- | 


plicate and make more difficult its ulti- 
mate settlement. 

It is to this tragic fact to which I 
am trying to call the attention of the 
nation. 

I have for the negro race only pity 
and sympathy, though every large con- 
vention of negroes since the appear- 
ance of my first historical novel on the 
race problem has gone out of its way 
to denounce me and declare my books 
caricatures and libels on their people. 
Their mistake is a natural one. My 
books are hard reading for a negro, 
and yet the negroes, in denouncing 
them, are unwittingly denouncing one 
of their best friends. 

I have been intimately associated 
with nogroes since the morning of my 
birth during the Civil War. My house- 
hold servants are all negroes. I took 
them to Boston with me, moved them 
to New York, and they now have entire 
charge of my Virginia home. The first 
row I ever had on the negro problem 
was when I moved to Boston from the 
south to take charge of a fashionable 
church at the Hub. I attempted to im- 
port my baby’s negro nurse into a Bos- 
ton hotel. The proprietor informed me 
that no “coon” could occupy a room in 
his house in any capacity, either as 
guest or servant. I gave him a plece 
of my mind and left within an hour. 

As a friend of the negro race I claim 
that he should have the opportunity 
for the highest, noblest and freest de- 
velopment of his full, rounded man- 
hood. He has never had this opportu- 
nity in America, either north or south, 
and he never can have it. The forces 
against him are overwhelming. 

My books are simply merciless rec- 
ords of conditions as they exist, condi- 
tions that can have but one ending if 
they are not honestly and fearlessly 
faced. The Civil War abolished chattel 
slavery, It did not settle the negro 
problem. It settled the union question 
And created the negro problem. Fred- 
eric Harrison, the English philosopher, 
declared that the one great shadow 
which clouds the future of the Amerl- 
can republic Is the approaching tragedy 
of the irreconcilable conflict between

1864 was elected to the Legislatare and

In 1867 Mr. Rider was elected a 
member of the constitutional ccnven- 
tion aud was conspicuous for his par- 
ticipation in the legislation of that 
distinguished body. Atthe November 
election of 1867 he was elected clerk 
of the Circuit Court for the new coun- 
ty of Wicomico for six years, and at 
the expiration of his term declined re- 
nomination. He married Miss Joss- 
phine A. Toadvin, daughter of Purnell 
Toadvin and sister of Land Commis- 
sioner E. Stanley Toadvin. He re- 
moved to Washington, D. O., where 
he practiced law for five yeara, bat on 
the death of Purnell Toadvin return- 
ed to Balisbury and in 1885 was ap- 
pointed State's Attorney to fill out the 
three yoars of the unexpired term of 
Joseph A. Graham. He was then 
elected for three successive terms to 
the same office. 

He was Supreme Archon of the Im- 
proved Order of Heptasophs for two 
years. He was afterward district dep- 
uty of the order. 

Ho was an active Democrat and was 
always on the hustings in the thick- 
est of tho fights in Wicomico county.

SUFFRAGE AMENDMENT ARGUMENT. 

The Anti-Amendment strength will 
have to build new fences or admit de- 
feat from now on. 


The charge of too 
much power lodged with registrars has 
considerably abated. The question of 
appeal being disposed by the registra- 
tion and election law which provides 
for appeal from the decisions of regis- 
trars as per section, 23 we come to 
this allegation of oxcessive power. 

The registrars now have the power 
to determine whether persons applying 
to be registered possess the necessary 
Oonstitutional qualifications. That 
power has been lodged in the regis- 
trara ever since the passage of the first 
registration act. The registrars swear 
applicanta for registration and then 
proceed to question them as to age na- 
tivity, length of residence, and all 
other matters necessary to determine 
their qualifications to become voters. 
All persons have had the right of ap- 
peal when they felt aggrieved and 
hundreds have appealed and their cases 
been determined by the courts. The 
right of appeal exists and will exist 
after the amendment is adopted. Since 
the inauguration of bi-partisan boards 
of registration appeal have been com- | 
paratively fow, and we know of no 
cases where the registrars have been 
charged with a deliberate attempt to 
defraud any man of his right to reg- 
ister and vote. 

Registrars may commit an error of 
judgement, but the right of appeal 
gives oppotunity for correction. 

Now as tothe power of registrars 
shonld the amendment be adopted. | 
They} will have to examine appli- 
eanta for regintration as to age, nativi- 
ty, length of residence, etc., as at 
present. They will have power toin- 
quire of white voters if they were en- 
titled to vote in 1869, or prior there- 
to, or if they are descendants of men 
who were registered in that year or 
previously. 

They will inquire of colored men if 
they can read. 


If they receive an af- 
firmative answer they proceed to nab 
the applicant to read a section of the 
Constitution of Maryland and give a 
reasonable explanation of it. If the 
applicant is unable to read, a section 
is read to him and he must give a 
reasonable explanation of it. In either 
case the registrars are to determine 
whether the explanation is sufficiently 


reasonable to entitle the applicant to 
be registered.

WOMEN RULE IN SCHOO 


Exceed Number Of Male Teachers Three 
Times. Average Age Increasing. 
More Teachers Than Preachers, 
Doctors And Lawyers. 


‘School marma’’ in the United 
States outnumber male teachers near- 
ly three to one, according to the cen- 
sus statistics of teachers soon to be 
published by the Government in the 
form of a special bulletin. Obildron 
in cities are taught for the most part 
by women and there isagradually in- 
creasing proportion of older teachers. 
Proportionally there were twice as 
many teachers in 1900 as in 1870 and 
the larger cities are better supplied 
with teachers than the smaller cities 
and the country districts. 

The discussion and analysis of the 
census statistics of teachers in this 
bulletin was written by Prof. Walter 
F. Wilcox, of Cornell University, who 
also prepared the bulletin recently is- 
ued showing a tendency toward so 
called“ race sujeide.““ No distinction 
has been made in the statistics between 
teachers in schools and those in col - 
leges and universities. The import- 
ance of the occupation is emphasized 
by the fact that the number of teach- 
ers exceeds the total number of clergy- 
men. physicians and lawyers. 


One Teacher To 71 Pupils. 


Few persons require the services of 
a professional teacher before they are 
5 years old or after they have reached 
25, and Professor Wilcox accordingly 
with a view of determining how the 
supply compares with the demand, has 
computed the ratio of the number of 
teachers to the total number of persons 
between the ages of 5 and 24 years. 
Thus he finds that in continental 
United States in 1900 there were 140 
teachers for every 10,000 of the age 
specified, which represents one teacher 
for 71 potential pupils. According to 
this method of comparison, the supply 
of teachers is increasing and has more 
than doubled within the last 30 years, 
since in 1870 there were only 73 teach- 
ers to every 10,000 persons of teachable 
age. 

In 1900 Nevada had the largest pro- 
portional number of teachers reported 
in any State or Territory. Vermont 
was the second State in this respect, 
Maine the third and Iowa the fourth. 
The proportion of teachers was small 
est in some of the Southern States. 
During the last decade the proportion 
has increased in every State and Ter- 
ritory, the increase reaching a maxi- 
mum in the State of Washington. The 
States of the North and West showed 
a greater increase than those of the 
South. 

The proportion of teachers in.conti- 
nental United States is emaller than 
in England and Wales, but greater 
than in Germany, France, Italy, Can- 
ada, Mexico or Cuba, and in the fol- 
lowing States the proportion is greater 
than in England and Wales; Maine, | 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachus- 
etts, Connecticat, District of Colum- 
Ohio, Minnesota, Iowa, North 
South Dakota, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Colorado, Nevada, Washing- 
ton, Oregon and California. During 
recent years the proportion of teachers 
increased in this country to a greater 
extent than in England, France, Ger- 
many or Oanada. 0 


How Teachers hre Distributed. 


In cities having at least 25,000 in- 
habitants the proportion is greater 
than in smaller cities or country dis- 
tricts, but thi condition does not pre- 
vail in all divisions of the United 
States. In the North Atlantic and 
North Central divisions the larger 
cities are pot so well supplied with 
teachers as are the smaller cities and 
country districts, a fact which has 
suggested to Professor Wilcox the in- 
ference that where an effective educa- 
tional system is of recent growth it 
has developed more rapidly in the 
cities, but where it has been establish- 
ed for a generation or more it haa es- 
tablished a larger ratio of teachers to 
population in the slowly growing rural 
districts than in the rapidly growing 
cities. 

The immigrant population contains 
fewer texchers in proportion to its 
numbers than the negro population. 
The children of immigrants, however, 
have engaged in teaching to such an 
extent that the proportion of teachers 
among adulta of this class exceeds the 
proportion among white children of 
native parents. 

In continental United States, as in 
all countries for which figures were 
obtainable the greater part of the 
teaching was dove by women, The 
excess of fomale teachers over males in 
greater in this country than in any 
other.

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IDEA OF A LANDSMAN 


Progress in the Difficult Naval 
Problem of Feeding the Bunkers 
ef a Moving Fleet—Spencer 
Miller's Invention of a Marine 
Cableway. 


In the art of warfare on the high 
seas in Its present highly developed 
sture there are a thousand and one 
vitl factors that go with the impos- 
ing battleships, the gigantic guns and 
the armor-piercing projectiles; but 
of all these none is more important 
than the matter of coaling the ships, 
and the truth of this statement is 
readily shown, since it has been prov- 
ed in every naval engagement since 
the time fighting craft were first fit- 
ted out with apparatus for steam pro- 
pulsion and the dire need of obtaining 
a supply of coal during a crisis was 
rendered painfully obvious during the 

panish-American war, when Admiral 
(then Commodore) Schley sent to Ad- 
miral Sampson the following telegram: 

“Coaling off Cienfuegos is very un- 
certain. Having ascertained that the 
Spanish fleet is not here I will move 
eastward tomorrow, communicating 
Wien you at Nicholas Mole. On ac- 
count of short coal supply in ships 
cannot blockade them if in Santiago. 
I all proceed tomorrow, 25th, for 
Sul. lago, being embarrassed by Tex- 
as's short coal supply and our ina- 
bility to coal in the open sea. I shall 
not be able to remain off that port 
on account of general short coal sup- 
ply of squadron, so will proceed to 
vicinity of Nicholas Mole, where the 
water is smooth and I can coal the 
Texas and other ships with what coal 
mny remain in collier.” 

Many have been the schemes evolv- 
ed for a safe and practical method for 
ccaling at sea, but the history of 
these Interesting attempts seems to 
date back only to 1883, when Lieu- 
tenant R. 8. Lowry, R. N., proposed 
that a number of coal boxes should be 
built, each having a capacity of one 
ton. These boxes were to have alr- 
tight compartments so that they 
could not sink, and were to be passed 
from a collier to the ships by means 
of a line, when they were to be holst- 
e to the deck, emptied and returned. 
This device was never tried, probably 
for the reason that it was deemed Im- 
practicable, its operation being too 
slow and complex to meet the require- 
ments of fleets when in active service 
and it would hardly be needed at any 
other time. 

A marine cableway, however, pre 
sents obvious difficulties, for instead 
of fixed points by which the rope may 
be kept taut there are the constantly 
moving boats, the masts of which ac- 
centuate the rise and fall and various 
rolling motions. Lieutenant Bell of 
the British navy was the first to pro- 
pose the transmission rope method, 
which he did In 1888, when he sug- 
gested that the stern mast of the 
warship and foremost of the collier 
be connected by a suspended cable, 
just as though they were Immovably 
fixed on land. 

Several other cable methods follow- 
ed, but it was not until 1893 that an 
actual experiment was attempted to 
pass coal between two vessels while 
at sea; this was done with an ap 
paratus designed by Philip B. Low, 
who improved upon Bell's idea, one 
end of the cable being attached to 
the deck of the warship Kearsarge 
and the other passing over a tackle 
block on the San Francisco where it 
was fastened to a massive iron 
weight. 

By this arrangement the motion of 
the vessels was counteracted to a con- 
siderable extent. When it was desired 
to transfer a bag of coal it was holst- 
ed to the masthead, where it was at- 
tached to the cable, when it readily 
traversed the length of the latter by 
gravity, the rope being somewhat in- 
clined. 

But at least a beginming had been 
made, and in March, 1898, just prior 
to vur war with Spain, Mr. J. J. Wood- 
ward, a naval constructor of the Unit- 
ed States navy, with a prophetic in- 
sight, submitted a plan to Secretary 
Long, which he recommended, and 
that had been drawn up for him by 
Mr. Spencer Miller, engineer of the 
Lidyerwood Manufacturing company 
of New York, for an installation to 
be placed on board a collier and by 
which the vessel could coal any of 
tl. warships of our navy in the open 
BL. 
Negotions between the various par- 
tles interested were long continued, 
and not until Admiral Schley had sent 
his famous telegram was the work of 
construction really commenced; but 
by this time the history of the Span- 
isL-American war had been made and 
written; the lessons it had taught 
were vividly impressed upon not only 
our naval authorities, but those abroad 
as well, for experiments were imme- 
diately begun in Franoe, England and 
Japan, When the Spantsh fleet did 
emerge from the Bay of Santiago 
there were only eleven of our ships on 
blockade duty, while three other ves- 
souls, representing an outlay of narly 
$10,000,000, were at Guantanamo, for- 
ty: five miles away, coaling ship. 

Tho full-sized apparatus was com- 
pleted a little later, and the govern- 
ment designated the collier Marcellus 
as the vessel to be equipped for the 
pr..ctical demonstration, but before 
th was done the equipment was set 
up on land, where it was inspected 
by many higher officials of the navy, 
anong them being the late Admiral 
Sampson, Commander Rodgers and 
Naral Constructor Bowles.

The new race is to galin more 
from the black element than from the 
white.” 

We have here an accurate statement 
of the passionate faith of ninety-nine 
negroes out of every hundred. Profes- 
sor Du Bols, author of The Souls of 
Black Folk, undoubtedly belleves this 
His book is a remarkable contribution 
to the literature of our race problem. 
In it for the first time we see the naked 
soul of a negro beating Itself to death 
against the bars in which Aryan s0- 
clety has caged him! No white man 
with a soul can read this book with- 
out a tear.

Not only so, but he goes 
forth trained as an evangelist to preach 
the doctrine of separation and Inde- 
pendence. 

The negro remainston this continent 
for one reason only. The southern 
white man has needed his labor, and 
therefore has fought every suggestion 
of his removal. But when he refuses 
longer to work for the white man, then 
what? 

Mr. Booker T. Washington says on 
page 65 of his book: "The negro must 
live for all time beside the southern 
white man.” 

On what sort of terms are they to 
live together? As banker and borrower? 
Hardly, if the negro is the banker. 
Even now, with the white man still 
hugging the hoary delusion that he 
can't get along without the negro, he ls 
beling forced to look to the Old World 
for his labor. The simple truth Is, the 
south will lag behind the world indus- 
trially in just so far as she depends on 
negro labor. The Iden that a white man 
cannot work in the flelds of the south 
Is exploded. Only one-third of the cot- 
ton crop is today raised by negro labor. 
Even now the relations of the races, 
with the negro an Integral part of the 
white man's Industrial scheme, become 
more and more difficult. 

A Guif That Grows Wide. 

Professor Kelly Miller says: “It is a 
matter of common observation that the 
races are growing further and further 
apart.” 

Mr. Washington says on this point: 
“for the sake of the negro, and the 
southern white man there are many 
things in the relations of the two racos 
that must soon be changed" (page 66). 
The point I raiso la that education 
necessarily drives the races further and 
further apart, and Mr. Washington's 
brand of education makes the gulf be- 
tween them If anything a little deeper. 
If there is one thing a southern white 
man cannot endure It is an educated 
negro. What's to be the end of It If the 
two races are to live forever side by 
side in the south? 

Mr. Washington says: “Give the 
black man so much skill and brains 
that he can cut oats like the white 
man- then he can compete with him.“ 

And then the real tragedy will begin. 
Does any sane man believe that when 
the negro ceases to work under the 
direction of the southern white man, 
this arrogant,“ “rapacious” and “in- 
tolerant” race will allow the negro to 
master his industrial system, take the 
bread from his mouth, crowd him to 
the wall and place a mortgage on his 
house? Competition is war—the most 
fierce and brutal of all its forms, Could 
tatulty reach a sublimer height than 
the idea that the white man will stand 
idly by and see this performance?

The president was assassinated a few 
days later. This lie is now forty years 
old, and Mr. Booker T. Washington 
actually repeats it as a verbal inspira- 
tion, though ehtirely unconscious of 
its historic ori:in. 

We have «sy ‘nt about $800,000,000 on 
negro educat*on since the war. One-

Congestion of Udders. 

In free-milking cows it is not un- 
common for the udders to become con- 
gested at the beginning of the lacta- 
tion period. If all the milk is not re- 
moved, the udder will then become 
inflamed. When this occurs the gland 
will secrete but little milk and this 
is the cause of many caked and swol- 
len udders. The treatment fs mainly 
preventive. When a calf does not 
take all the mother’s milk, the udder 
should be emptied by milking at least 
once a day until the calf is two weeks 
old. When the cows can not be han- 
dled, relieving the udder by milking 
can not be practiced. A common cus- 
tom in this country is to put two 
calves with one cow. In simple inflam- 
mation of the udder, rubbing the in- 
flamed parts with camphorated oint- 
ment is all the treatment necessary.

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New Method of Making Butter. 

Instead of using water for washing 
butter, the author used separator 
skim milk which had been twice pas- 
teurized. Salted and unsalted sam- 
ples prepared in this manner con- 
tained, respectively, 11.35 and 13.14 
per cent of water, the former contain- 
ing only 1-5 as many bacteria. The 
author considers that the results are | 
sufficiently interesting to warrant his 
calling the attention of butter makers 
who have a poor water supply to this 
simple method of overcoming the dif- 
ficulty, and states that the experi- 
ments are being repeated at the Brit- 
ish Dairy Institute.—J. J. Lloyd.

Foaming of Milk in Skimmer. 

The results of experiments made by 
the author show that foaming of the 
milk is caused mainly by small’ 
amounts of casein dissolved by the 
lactic acid and by the milk sugar in 
the milk. 

Between 30 and 60 degrees C., at 
least, foaming increases with Increas- | 
ing temperatures. Milk containing 
similar amounts of total solids, milk 
sugar, and nitrogenous substances 
may give different amounts of foam 
in separating, according to the inter- 
val that has elapsed since milking 
and the care with which the milk has 
been handled.—F. W. Woll.

GRAFT AND CORRUPTION GLOUD THE -REPUBLICAN 


Administration During Last Three ‘Years, Numerous irregularities Have Occurred in 
Handling The People’s Trusts. Heart Blows At Decent And Honest 
Government. 


The tentacles of graft and corruption iu the executive branch of the 
Government service have within the last three years touched the department 
of nearly every Cabinet officer. Within that period offlolal wrong doing has 
been exposed in seven of the eight executive departmenta—the Navy Depart- 
ment being the only one where there have been no disclosurcs, although even 
there controversies have arisen over the letting of conracts. 

The irregularities unearthed by accident or through probing have inclu- 
ded embezzlement, forgery, bribery, falsification of vouchers and conspiracy 
to defraud the Government. The principal plague spots have been the Post- 
office Department, the land and Indian divisions of the Interior Department 
and several branches of the Agricultural Department. Higher officials have 
beon affected as well as lesser employes. In the postoffice irregularities the 
President employed Charles J. Bonaparte and Holmes Conrad as special coun- 
vel to handle the cases. Special counsel representa the Government in the 
Interior Department frauds. The cotton ‘‘'eak'' and other alleged scandals 
of the Department of Agriculture have resulted in the selection of ex-United 
States District Attorney Morgan H. Beach as special counsel to handle these 


prosecutions. 
Frauds In Postal Contracts. 


Tho disclosures in the Postoffice Department startled the country éwo 
years ago. It was hoped then that the searching investigation conducted by 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster-General Joseph L. Bristow would have a salutary 
effect throughout the Government service. When the President received the 
Bristow report he declared in hia memorandum of approval: 

No crime calls (or sterner reprobation than the crime of the corrap 
tionist in public life and of the man who seeks to corrupt him. Both alike 
sin against the primary law of the State's safety. All questions of differ- 
ence in party policy aink into insignificance when the people of this country 
are brought face to face with a question like this, which lies at the root of 
honest and decent government. On this question, and on all others like it, 
we can afford to have no division among good citizens. Self government 
becomes a farce if the representatives of the people corrupt others or are 
themselves corrupted. Freedom is not a gift which will tarry long in the 
hands of the dishonest or of those so foolish or no incompetent as to tolerate 
dishonesty in their public servanta. '' 

In the face of this declaration from the President at the time of the 
postoffice scandals, corruption has reared its head in many other branches of 
the service and defalcations, forgeries and briberies have been exposed. 


Conviction Of Barrows. 


Three years ago this sammer the exposures which have scandalized the 
service began in the cases of two disbursing officers who went wrong. On 
May 2, 1902, it became evident to Director Merriam of the Census Office, that 
there was a shortage in the accounts of H. H. Barrows, who then lived at 
Berwyn, Md.. and was the disbursing officer of that office. His salary was 
$2,500 a year and he was bonded for $50,000. The services of two treasury 
experts were called in and on May 8, 1902, Barrows was arrested on a warrant 
sworn out by Charles H. Holliday, of the American Security Company, of 
New York, which had bonded Barrows, charging him with embezzlement of 
$7,495. Barrows was convicted and sent to the penitentiary and was released 
about two months ago. 

Less than a year later, in March, 1908, the President directed Fourth 
Assistant Postmaster-Genaral Briatow to investigate the alleged frregularities 
in the division of supplies, the division of money orders, free delivery divi- 
aion, the division of salaries and allowances and the office of the Assistant 
Attorney-General for the Postoftice Department. More than 40 inspectors 
were employed upon the work for seven months and the records of a thousand 
postoftices and files of the department for more than six years were examined. 


Bristow’s Fraud Report. 
Mr. Bristow reported to the President that the system of organized 
corraption in the PostofMoe Department that had been disclosed began in 1898 
and continued until stopped by the investigation. 


Somebody Got Over $300,000. 


He reported that the total amount that the perpetrators of the alleged 
frauds themseves received could not be definitely learned, but would aggregate 
between 800,009 und $400,000, while the loss to the Governmont could not be 
estimated. 

Ultimately many indictments were brought, 1 at Cincinnati, 1 at Balti- 
more, 3 at Brooklyn and 40 in Washington. Fifteen Indictments were re- 
turned in Washington against Machen and others jointly indicted with him. 


Machen Crowd in Prison. 


The Government abandoned ita indictment, July 31, 1903, against 
Machen, George E. Lorenz and William G. Crawford charging a violation of 
Section 5440, and on April 31, 1905, new Indictment was brought against 
them, charging conpalracy to defraud the Government in connection with the 
purchase of satchels and shoulder atraps. On May 23 last Machen pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced to serve two years in the penitentiary. 


Timber Lands Frauds. 


Fraud next broke out in the Department of the Interior lu connection 
witu the timber lands of the West and the Indians of the Southwest, Senator 
Mitchell, of Oregon, has been tried and convicted in connection with the 


Oregon land frauda, 
’ Cotton “Loak Found. 


Doring the past summer the Agricultural Department in particular has 
been under fire on account of alleged irregularities, The Southern Cotton 
Association preferred charges to the effect that there was a leak in the Gov- 
ernment cotton crop figures. The matter waa turned ovor to the Secret Ser- 
vice for investigation, and Chief Statistician John Hyde resigned. His 
associate, Edwin 8. Holmes, Jr., was suspended, and by direction of the 
Preaident District Attorney Bench has inaugurated prosecutions, The grand 
jury la now investigating frrogularities in the Department of Agriculture. 
It has thus far handed down two indictments against Edwin S. Holmes, Jr., 
Frederick A. Peckham and Moss Haas. These indictments were filed August 
22 last and allege violation of Secotion 5440, relating to bribery. Holmes 
is out on $10,000 bond pending trial. Hans, who lives in New York is resist. 
ing extradition, and Mis case will come up iu New York next Friday. -

We have 6000 registered voters of 
whom from 2000 to 2500 are said to 
take money; and from 200 to 300 in 
both parties, directly and indirectly 
engaged iu vote buying; leaving over 
3000 non-boodlers who permit them- 
selves to be exploited by the few hun-

Let the members of the organiza- 
tions cleanse these headquarters which 
all admit are the sources of our cor- 
rupt practices and we will have honest 
elections right speedily, and an in- 
crease of true party spirit and party 
workers.

September iat is now over two weeks 
gone and the prophets say a fine season 
for oystera is on the way. Yer, even 
more oysters to make glad the heart 
of Maryland than have been takon in 
any year for the past 10 or 15 seasons. 
To verify this statment absolutely 
one must go to the dredgers. who have 
already been ‘‘sounding’’ in the Buy, 
und tuese men say that there ia any 
quantity of young growth on the bot- 
tom of the bay to give promise ok u 
heavy yield when the season is well 
on.

Prcgress in the “Difficult Naval 
Problem of Feeding the Bunkers 
of 
Miller's Invention @@ a Marine 
Cabit Way“ 


In the art bt warfare on the high 
seas in its present highly developed 
state there tre a thousand and one 
vital factors that go with the impos- 
ing’ battleships, the gigantic guns and 
the armor-plercing projectiles; but 
of all these none ig more important 
than the matter of coalifig the ships, 
and the truth ot this statement is 
readily shown, since it has been prov- 
ed in every naval engagement since 
the time fighting craft were first fit- 
ted out with apparatus tor steam pro- 
Pulsion and the dire need of obtaining 
a sdpply of coal during a crisis was 
rendered painfully obvious during the 
Spantsh-Amerigan war, when Admiral 
(then Commodore) Schley sent to Ad- 
miral Sampson the following telegram: 

“Coaling off Cienfuegos is very un- 
certain. Having ascertained that the 
Spanish fleet ip not here I will move 
eastward tomorrow, communicating 
with you at Nicholas Mole. On ac- 
count of short coal supply in ships 
cannot blockade them if in Santiago. 
I shall proceed tomorrow, 25th, for 
Sa..tlago, being embarrassed by Tex- 
as's short coal supply and our ina- 
bility to coal in the open sea. I shall 
not be able to remain off that port 
on account of general short coal sup- 
ply of squadron, so will proceed to 
vicinity of Nicholas Mole, where the 
water ts smooth and I can coal the 
Teras and other ships with what coal 
may remain iù collier,” 

Many have been the schemes evolv- 
ed for a safe and practical method for 
coaling at sea, but the history of 
these Interesting attempts seems to 
date back only to 1883, when Lieu- 
tenant R. S. ‘Lowry, R N., proposed 
that a number of coal boxes should be 
built, each having a capacity of ono 
ton. These boxes were to have alr- 


from a collier to the ships by means 
of a line, when they were to be holst - 
el to the deck, emptied and returned. 
This device was never tried, probably 
for the reason that it was deemed im- 
practicable, its operation being too 
slow and complex to meet the require- 
mente of fleets. when in active service 
and It would hardly be needed at any 
other time. 

A marine cableway, however, pre 
Tenta obvious difficulties, for instead 
of fixed points by which the ropa may 
be kept taut there are the constantly 
moving boats, the masts of which ac- 
centuate the rise and fall and various 
rolling motions. " Lieutenant Bell of 
thë British Ray was the first to pro- 
pose tet de ken rope method, 
which he did In 1888, when he sug- 
gested that the stern mast of the 
warship and foremost of the collier 
be connected by a suspended cable, 
just as though they were Immovably 
fixed on land. 

Several other cable mpthods follow- 
ed. but It was nòt until 1893 that an 
actual experiment was attempted to 
pass coal between two vessels while 
at sea; this was done with an ap 
paratus desigged by Philip B. Low, 
who Improved upon Bell's idea, one 
end of the cable being attached to 
the deck of the warship Kearsarge 
and the other passing over a tackle 
block on the San Francisco where it 
was fastened to a 
weight. 

By this arrangement the motion of 
the vessels was counteracted to a con- 
sicerable extent. When it was desired 
to transfer a bag of coal it was holst- 
ed to the masthead, where it was at- 
tached to the cable, when it readily 
traversed the length of the latter by 
gravity, the rope being somewhat in- 
clined. 

But at least a beginning had been 
mide, and in March, 1898, just prior 
to sur war with Spain, Mr. J. J. Wood- 
ward, a naval constructor of the Unit- 
&l States navy, with a prophetio in- 
gizht, submitted a plan to Secretary 
long. which he recommended, and 
thit had been drawn up for him by 
Mr. Spencer Miller, engineer of tho 
Lidgerwood Manufacturing company 
of New York, for an Installation to 
be placed on board a collier and by 
which the vessel could coal any of 
tl. 
BLA. 

Nogotions between the various par- 
ties Interested were long continued, 
and not until Admiral Schley had sent 
his famous telegram was the work of 
construction really commenced; but 
by this time the history of the Span- 
ish-American war had been made and 
written; the lessons it had taught 
were vividly Impressed upon not only 
our naval authorities, but those abroad 
as woll, for experiments were imme- 
diately begun in France, England and 
Jupan. When the Spanish fleet did 
emerge from the Bay of Santiago 
there were only eleven of our ships on 
blockade duty. while three other ves.

In Favor of Narrowing Roads. 

The sentiment In favor of the re 
duction of the width of highways 
from 60 to 40 feet appears to be be- 
coming quite general,. Petitions from 
land owners in the different states, 
we learn are being made to the high- 
way commissioners to this effect. 
The claim made is that too much land 
Is allowed to grow up to weeds by 
having the road so wide, as the extra 
ten feet could be well utilized it tak- 
en into the farm. It is claimed, alsa, 
that by narrowing the legal width of 
highway a better road can be built 
and more easily kept in condition.— 
Good Roads Magazine. 


Effects of Cold Rain on Cows. 

Recently the Arizona experiment 
station recorded the results of a cold 
rain on the milk flow of the station 
hard. The cows were exposed three 
days and during that time they de 
creased thirty-seven per cent in mi 
yield and continued until it reached 
fifty per cent. A month passed before 
they gave as much milk as that be- 
for the storm. Any one can therefore 
readily see that a shelter would soon 
pay for itself if the herd is usually 
well up in production. 


Post Protection. 

Concrete is finding an Important 
new application as a setting for posts, 
both wood and iron, says Indiana 
Farmer. When the wooden post is 
treated with tar and the hole around 
it Is filled with well-tamped concrete, 
a cheap and practicable indestructible 
foundation is secured; and similar 
bedding gives to iron posta for tele- 
phone lines and other purposes the 
stability hitherto lacking. The con- 
creto protects the fron from rust, as 
{t does the wood from rot. 


Good Roads In Texas. 

One of the effects of the good roads 
movement In Texas, says Good Roads 
Magazine, is the establishment of an 
automobile mall route between San 
Antonio and Pleasanton, a distance of 
about 35 miles. Before improvement 
the road was an almost {mpassable 
stretch of ruts, with stretches of deep 
sand. It is reported that the distance 
can be covered with an automobile 
in about three hours. 


8 False Economy. 

To let a straw stack stand in a field 
to rot down to be afterwards hauled 
on the thin places in that field scarce- 
ly pays for the labor expended in 
hauling and the loss of the encumber- 
od ground. A load of straw will not 
make a load of manure by a whole 
lot. After evaporation has taken 
place in a load of strawstack manure 
there Is not much of it but fiber. 


Practical Hints. 

Plants have life the same as ani- 
mals, and they require feeding, water- 
ing und care, if we expect to derive 
profit from them, 

The object of the orchard is to pro- 
duce fruit. The amount and kind of 
tillage will vary according to condl- 
tions; soll, plant food, ete. Study the 
individual needs of each orchard.— 
Farmer's Voice.

Inexpensive Means of Separating Rap- 
Idly Fatty Portion of Sweet Cream 
The watery portion is absorbed by 

heavy sheets of blotting paper su 

ported upon absorptive material like 

Turkish toweling, says Committee of 

Franklin Inst. The watery constitu- 

ents pass readily through the blotting 

paper and are taken up by the absorp- 
tive pads, while the fatty portron 
forms a layer on the surface and may 
be removed, and salted and worked 
like ordinary churned butter. It is 
stated that patents have been grant- 
ed in the United States, Canada, Eng- 
land, France, and Germany for this 
process. The committee reports that 
an analysis of this fatty layer showed 

79.49 per cent of fat and 2.55 per cent 

of casein, and that the fatty layer 1s- 

very palatable when fresh but does 
not keep well unless salted and 
worked. 

An analysis of the salted and work- 
ed butter showed 82.95 per cent of 
fat and 1.15 per cent of casein.

Congestion of Udders. | 

In free-milking cows it is not un- 
common for the udders to become con- 
gested at the beginning of the lacta- 
tioa period. It all the milk la pot ro- 
moved, the udder will then become 
inflamed. When this occurs the gland 
will secrete but little milk and thig 
is the cause of many caked and swol- 
Jen udders. Tho treatment is mainly 
preventive. When a calf does not 
take all the mothor’s milk, the udder 
should be emptied by milking at least 
once a day until the calf is two weeks 
oid. When the cows can not be han- 
Med, rolleving the udder by milking 
can not be practiced. A common cus- 
tom in this country is to put two 
calves with one cow. In simpte inflam- 
mation of the udder, rubbing the in- 
flamed parts with camphorated oint- 
ment is all the treatment necessary. 


New Method of Making Butter, 

Instead of using water for washing 
butter, the author used separator 
skim milk whioh had been twice pas- 
teurized. Salted and unsalted sam- 
ples prepared in thie manner oon: 
tained, respeotively, 11.35 and 13.14 
per cent of water, the former contain- 
ing only 1-5 as many bacteria. The 
author considers that the results are 
sufficiently Interesting to warrant his 
calling the attention of butter makers 
who have a poor water supply to this 
simple method of overcoming tho dif- 
ficulty, and states that the expert- 
ments are being repeated at the Brit: 
ish Dairy Institute.—J. J. Lloyd. 


Foaming of MUk In Skimmer. 

The results of experiments made by 
the author show that foaming of the 
milk is caused mainly by small 
amounts of casein dissolved by the 
lactic acid and by the milk sugar in 
the milk. 

Between 30 and 50 degrees C., at 
least, foaming increases with increas- 
ing temperature. Milk containing 
similar amounts of total solide, milk 
sugar, and nitrogenous substances 
may give different amounts of foam 
In separating, aceording to the inter- 
yal tbat has elapsed since milking 
and the care with which the milk has 
been handled.— F. W. Woll. 


Carrots as Fodder. 

J. H. Mahon in Agricultural Report 
pays: In an experiment reported, 4 
vos were kept on natural pasture for 
a period of 8 days, after which they 
were fed a dally allowance of about 
35 Wo. of carrots per head for a sec- 
ond period of 8 days, following whioh 
they were fed almost excluulvely on 
carrots (60 to 78 The. per head dally) 
far a third period of 8 daya. As an ad- 
ditional ration to natural pasturage, 
the carrats increased the yield of 
milk, but when the cows were fed al- 
most eaclusively on carrots and de- 
prived of pasturage, the yleld was di- 
minished.

Ripening Cream. 

No part of the buttermaking is of 
more importance that the ripening of 
the cream. In winter it 1s frequently 
attended with considerable difficulty, 
as few farm houses are provided with 
conveniences for maintaining even 
temperature, saya Hoard's Dalryman. 

Where there are several freah qowa 
in the herd cream ripena better, with 
less danger of introducing harmful 
bacteria. Fresh buttermilk in such 
cases usually furnishes a starter suf- 
ficient for all practical purposes. Save 
out a couple of quarts each time and 
stir this thoroughly the cream twen- 
ty-four hours before churning. 


Bullding Up the Dalry Herd. 

From the first crop of calves from 
common cows retain the helfers from 
the best wows or, better still, keep all 
the helfers, says Holstein-Frelsian 
Register. When these helfers aro fif- 
teen to olghteen months old breed 
them to their aire. 
extent may bo safely followed under 
any circumstances, When these holf- 
ers drop their calves give them spe- 
cial care. Remember that you will be 
disapnointed if the majority of them 


thelr dams. 


Milk of Well Pod Cows 

Examinations were mado of the 
milk produced by 99 cows in 11 differ- 
ent dairies. The results obtained by 
the author do not indicate that cows 
fed best during the winter give the 
richest milk, but rather that they give 
an even and regular flow of milk of a 
more uniform fat content than la the 
case with cows fed poorly during the 
winter months.—F. Wy. ý

The 
cheers and applause that greeted the 
Governor proved his popularity In his 
party to be as great, if not greater 
than ever. He is undoubtedly one of 
the atrongest men in his party. The 
Ex-Gov. said in part. 
f “I want to say to you, gentlemen, 
with such emphasis that there may 
hereafter be no question about it, that 
I favor the adoption of the franchise 
amendment, not because Mr. Gorman 
is for it, nor because Governor War- 
field is said to be against it, and with- 
out reference to what Senator Rayner's 
position may be; bat I favor it because 
Iam fully satisfied that its adoption 
will be for the best interesta of all 
the people of the State, regardless of 
politics or of party. 

I do not regard it as a party ques- 
tion, but dan great publio question. 
involving the welfare and the peace 
of our State and her people from a 
business and sovial standpoint. For 
this reason I regrot that the Republi 
can party is making it a party iesue. 
This convention ought, iu my judge- 
ment, to indorse the amendment, not 
bevause it may or it may not perpetu- 
ate the Democratic party in power, as 
some contend, but in the same spirit 
that it would indorse apy other propo- 
sition having for ita aim and object 
good government and the growth of 
the State.

*' Aside from these reasons of public 
policy, I do not hesitate to say that I

"I speak earnestly in this matter, 
not out of any feoliug of perjudice 
against the nergo race. I am, and 
always have been, a friend of the col- 
ored man. My political aud personal 
conduct proves this fact. 


“No Fear For A While Voter.” 


“It has been contended by somè 
persons in opposition to the proposed 
amendment that it gives too much 
power to the registration officers and 
that its effect will be to disfranchise 
many white persons who should nave 
the right to vote, because of their fall. 
ure to oxplain the Constitution to the 
satisfaction of the registers. I have 
no fear of this. Every white man who 
is entitled to vote will be registered, 
beeause polic sentiment will demand 
it. We may as well be candid about 
this matter and say what we mean, 
and that is, as I understand it, we, 
propose in so far as wecan within the 
limits of the Constitution to disfran- 
ch iso the negro and preserve tho right 
of the whito man to vote. I wish it | 
cauld be otherwise and that wo could 
literally and in terms disfranchixe the 


negro. 
fears Negro invasion. 


In the next few years you people 
of Baltimore purpose tospend millions 
of dollara on the sewers and the im- 
provement of your streets. Defeat this 
amendment and there will be thous- 
ands of colored people, whose right to 
voto has by constitutional enactment 
been taken away from them in Vir- 
ginia and North Oarolina, coming into 
Maryland and seeking employment. è 

„This large influx of negroes will 
operate seriously against the white 
laboring class. The contractors will 
buy the cheapest labor thoy can got and 
white people cannot compete with 
such labor as will be bought here from 
other Btates on account of the nogro 
protection. Baltimore oity, in both | 
her social and commercial relations 
will be greatly injured by such 8 
luflux of negroes, 

HI appeal to every white man in 
Maryland, Democrat and Republican,

HINTS FOR HOUSECLEANING. 


Proper Cleaning Fuids, Polishes and 
Rags Well Repay Trouble Spent. 
Enamel and wicker furniture which 

has deen varnished must be sand-pa- 

pered before it can recelve a new 
coat. There is no touching up spots 
on highly varnished surfaces of this 
sort. Here is the best method of pre- 
paring wicker furniture or enamel 
surfaces for a fresh coat of paint: 
Boiled watcr in which a little washing 
gəda his been dissolved should be 
poured over and through the wicker 
work for ten minutes or longer. When 
this is dry, go over it with a flannel 
cloth wet in turpentine or naphtha, 
afier which the table or chair must 
be allowed to remain in the alr or 
where the air can reach it over night, 

Next day rub down with sand-paper, 
Spots which have faded from hard 

wood surfaces through heat, light or 

the touch of alkalles can be brought 
back to thelr original color by rub- 

bing gently with bolled linseed oll 

mixed with one-eighth of alcohol. Ap- 

ly this mixture to the surface sev- 
cral times during the day with a sman 

wad of cotton batting rolled in a 

square of ald silk or linen. 

To remove a dent from wood, cover 
with four thicknesses of wet paper 
and set a blazing hot fron on the pa- 
per for a minute, and. If necessary re- 
peat the steaming, Should the var- 
Dish be Injured, rub off with alcohol 
or naphtha and then re-varnish 

A scratch which goes no deeper 
than the varnish may be healed by 
holding a red hot poker an inch alive 
it for half a minute. When th» place 
cools, rub it well with a mixture of 
alcohol, olive oll and cider vine: ar in 
equal quantities. This also makoa a 
cheap and excellent furniture pollxh 
and will remove white spots from 
varnished furniture. 

To polish copper, wet a coarse cloth 
in hot water, and sprinkle with pul- 
verized borax. Rub the copper sur- 
face thoroughly with this and rinse in 
very hot water. 

Marble statues should never be 
washed with soap. I stead, dias lve 
a large lump of Spanish whiting and 
a teaspoonful of washing 
enough water to mo! en the whiting 
and form a paste. 1 ‘b tlis Into tne 
marble with a flannel cloth and a ‘er 
an hour wash It off with warm water 
dry well and polish. 

To freshen up gilt frames. wipe 
with a cloth molstened in oil of tur- 
pentine and let the frame dry without 
rubbing. Or the frame may he care- 
fully dusted and then washed 
the whites of three eggs 
on onnce of soda has heen beaten. If 
the frame Is nichel to show the wood 
beneath, touch these spots up first 
wita a good qual'ty of gold paint 

Tf carpets are ull after the regular 
beating, go over the entire surface 
with ox-gall or hons hald avmonta, 
and water.

ualified voters thereof, as herein provided 

Itahall supersede aud stand in piace ond 

stead of Section | of sald Article 1. 

BecrTion l.e All elections uy the people 
bhall bo by ballot. Every malo citizen of 
the United States, whether native born or 
naturalized, of the ago of 21 years or up- 
wards, who has resid in this State for one 
year and in the Legislative district of Balu. 
more city or in the county in which he may 
offer to Vote for six months next preceding 
the olection, and who moreover is duy reg: 
istered as n qualified voter, as provided In 
this Article, shall be entitled to vote in the 
ward or election district in which he resides 
at all elections hereinafter to be held in this 
Btate; and in caxo any county or city shall be 
30 divided as to form portlogs of different 
electoral dixtricta for the election of Repre- 
sentatives In Congress, Senators, Delegates 
or other officers, then, to entitle a person to 
vote for such officer, ho must have been a 
resident of that part of the county or city 
which shall form a part ofthe electoral die 
trict In whica ho Offers to vole for six months 
next preceding the election, but a person 
who shall have acquired a residence in such 
eounty or city, entitling him to vote atany 
such clection, shall be entitled to vote In the 
eleetion district trom which he removed until 
he shall have acquired a residence in the 
part of the couuty or city to which he has 
remoVed. Every such male citizen of the 
United States having the above-preseribed 
qualifications of ago and residence shall be 
cnlitled to be registered so as to become a 
qualified voter if he be 

First—A person able to read any section of 
the Conatilution of thin Stato submitted to 
bim by the oMocers of registration aud to give 
a reasonable explanation of the same; or If 
unable to read such section is able to under- 
stand and give a reasonable explanation 
thereof when read to him by the registration 
oMcers; or 

Hecond—A person who on the frst dey of 
January, 1869, or prior thereto, was entitled 
to vote under tho law» of this State or of any 
other State of the United States wherein he 
then resided; or 

Third—Any male lineal descendant of 
auch last-mentioned person who may be 
Lyentyone (21) yeurs of age or over in the 
year! 

No person not thua qualified by coming 
under some one of the above descriptions 
shall be entitled to be registered asa quall- 
fied voter, nor be entitled to vote. 

HecTION 2. And be it further enac'sd, 
That tho foregoing section hereby pro posed 
an amendment to the Constitution of this 
Blato shall beat the next general election 
for members of the General Assembly to be 
held in thia State submitted to the legal and 
qualified voters thereof for their adoption or 
rejection ip pursuance of the direction con- 
talned in Article XIV of the Constitution, 
and at sald election the vote ou sald propo- 
sed amendment shall be by ballot, and upon 
each ballot there shall be written or printed 
the words “For the Constitutional Amend, 
ment,” or “Against the Constitutional 
Amendment,” astho voters shall elect; and 
immediately after said election due returns 
nhall be made to the Governor of the vote on 
sald proposed amendment as directed by the 
sald * IVth Article of the Constitution,

Colffure Most Becoming Is Most Fash- 
lonable Nowadays. 

The day of the exaggerated pompa- 
dour is past, for which blessing 
heaven be praised! One sees the 
monstrosity occasionally, but never 
upon a really modish woman. She 
may wear a pompadour, but it is soft, 
vnaggressive and natural. 

Each season a hue and cry is raised 
concerning the triumpn of the low 
coiffure and the banishment of the 
high forms of hair dressing, and each 
year the high colffure survives the at- 
tack and holds its own. As a matter 
of tact, the low colffure has been 
steadily gaining favor during several

Houses Built Against a Mountain Rising 
Out of the Mediterranean Sea---- 
Picturesque Combination of Rich 
Coloring of Houses, Trees and 
Shrubbery. 


One who bas penetrated this con- 
tinent no farther than Algiers cannot 
possibly understand why it was ever 
called “Darkest Africa.” It ia more 
brilkant than the City of Light itself 
and ts exceptionally beautiful as 
viewed from the harbor. 

It Is an upright city (ita merchants 
are not all bullt to correspond), oc- 
cupying the face of a precipitous hill 
or mouptain. K rises straight from 
the blue Mediterranean. Some of the 
houses actually have no backs, tall 
houses at that. They have fronts and 
sides, the hill forming a ready-made 
back. ‘Therefore, sea · front rooms are 
available alf the way from the boule- 
vard to the very top of the equillateral 
triangle at the summt of which is the 
kasbah, or ancwnt fortress of the 
Deys. 

Such picturesqueness! 

The sapphire sea, the great group 
of siucco bulldings, mostly of cream 
col_r, the mass of rich greenery at 
the top and the softly blue sky above, 
With these are blended colors that 
Cosme out more clearly with every 
step. Some of the bulldings are a 
delicate piak, some oyeler-gray and 
many are ornamented with richly 
tinted tiles. These are of many sorts. 
There are the great buildings along 
oie side of the water-front boulevard, 
unt al hotels far up the bills, fas- 
cin.ting villas behind high walls hid- 
den among blossoms and trees, pic- 
turesque n.osques and the quaint win- 
dowless houses of the old town 

These rquare houses forever fasci- 
nate perhaps because it amounts to 
taking one's life in one’s hand to ex- 
plore them and the old quarter gen- 
erally. The natives, as seen here, are 
certainly a murderous, dirty, diseased- 
looking lot, and it's a wonder that 
th»e of us who exist dn terror of 
germs at home ever live through these 
explorations. 

No sunshine penetrates into many 
of the houses, which consist of one 
dark, damp room with one opening, 
and no other door or window. Such a 
house fronts on a klreet £o narrow 
anl steep as to forbd a visit in a 
carriage, and from it diverge other 
streets which are but dark, narrow 
Bleep fights of stone that twist and 
turn most bewllderingly. In these one 
may see public ser.bes, workers In 
wood and basketry, but more Idlers 
and plavers with dirty cards. Beggars, 
often horribly deformed, are at every 
turn. They follow one persis.ently— 
old men smiling in a way to haunt 
one und ch.ldren hissing constant!y, 
“Merci, madam, merci!” The fact 
that they receive not a single coin has 
nothing to do with thelr long-repeated 
thanks. 

An occasional ghmpse of the beau- 
tiful sea from these squalid haunts 
makes It all the more lovely by zon- 
trast. 

Dark-hued, picturesquely clad men, 
each with a tiny donkey hidden under 
immense panniers, clean these streets, 
wlhyvoh are too complicated to accorn- 
modate a camel, even If this ship of 
the desert were allowed lu the city A 
primitive broom and a shovel are the 
street cleaner's Weapons. One shud- 


| ders at the dust raised by the broom 


the ears, for les „vads can staal a 
low colffure for which the bair is 
drawn smoothly from brow to uape. 

The front hair for this low colffura 
may either be drawn back in a full 
soft pompadour or be parted and 
brushed sidewlse until it meets the 
rolls. The latter is more practical 
for the woman with little halr, for the 
coll, and even the rolls if necessary, 
may be supplemented by false hair. 
but a rat is seldom successful in a 
pompadour arranged in combination 
with a low coll or brald. 

As a rule, scanty hair can be ar- 
tanged more successfully high than 
low, but In elther case If false hair is 
absolutely required it should be of tho 
best quality and making, and the ad- 
Juatment of it should be studied until 
it becomes an art. One or two curls 
falling at the side of a low coil are 
fancied by some women, and if be- 
coming have a certain quaintness in 
harmony with the old time notes ap- 
pearing in many of our newest frocks. 

The coronet or coronal colffure has 
had its rise in London, but is being 
tentatively accepted elsewhere and is 
very becoming to some women. It 
bears a relation to the Dutch bralds 
ef carller years, but stands up more 
leavily at the top of the head, in cor- 
onet fashion, and really demanda 
long, thick hair or the ald of false 
lalr.—New York Sun,

“One of these 
is that the materials which now go 
into a dream, a creation, represent 
abont twice as much money as the 
materials used in a gown of the same 
Class, say, forty or fifty years ago. 

“When I first went into business we 
made gowns, now we build them. 
The complexity of the modern crea- 
tion is amazing, especially of the 
coft, nging, unaggressive creation 
which © holy horror almost in 
the breast of the uninformed when 
they learn that it cost $250 or $300, 
maybe. ? 

“Five or six layers of material are 
nothing for these unassuming crea- 
tions—a foundation of silk, over that 
a layer of satin, then one of net, cov- 
ered in turn with ruffies of the same 
fabric, which serve as a support to a 
craping of chiffon or crepe de chine, 
embellished in turn with embroideries 
of silk and paillettes or with entre 
deux of the finest laces.

10 EMPTY FOWL’S CROP. 
Simple Method Giving Excellent Re- 
sults Unattended by Danger. 

A tarmer who has been very suc 
Cessiul in caponizing young cockerels, 
found a way to empty a fowl's crop 
without using a knife, and it was 
not attended with any fatality. He 
slinply Lrings in use he lamily 19am- 
tain syringe, putting on the largest 
nozzle, and taking the fowl under nis 
left arm, inserts the nozzle. A little 
water will pass into the crop, and, 
removing the nozzle, he kneads and 
presses the crop till some oi tne con- 
tents comes out by way of the throat. 
Inserting again the nozzle more water 
passes in the crop, and the operation 
is repeated and continued till the crop 
is empty and rinsed. 

The man sald that he treated 125 
capons in this way within a period 
of about ten hours. He had fed them 
one morning a mess of shredded beets 
with meal stirred in. This would 
have been a cheap and digestible feed, 
but thinking to add some ginger to 
the mixture, he put In white hellebore 
Instead, and the capons were actually 
poisoned. At the end of 24 hours some 
lay prone upon the ground, and he 
began work upon these first. Those 
last operated on had this poisoned 
food in their crops 36 hours. There 
was not a loss in the whole 125 fowls, 
all being ready for the next morning's 
feed.—Indiana Farmer. 

Selecting Fowls for Hatching. 

There are few farmers that separ 
ate the breeding stock from the flock, 
but It Is certainly best to do so if one 
is desirous of good results. It is now 
time to sefect the fowls from which 
you expect to furnish eggs for the 
carly hatches. It should not be 
treated as a light matter for upon 
thir point much of your success may 
depend. If you have fowls that have 
Lee. sick or drooping during the fall 
and winter do not use them for it 
would certainly have a bad effect, even 
if they are well, seemingly. Do not 
n' to feed foods rich in lime 
for these help to make the shell ard 
furis material in the egg to make 
the Lones of the little downy birds. 
Meat and the various grains will sup- 
hy firsh. Keep the drinking vessels 
Wal filled with warm water, which 18 
the necessity for a large per cent of 
the cee la made up of water. 

Provide nest-boxes with clean straw; 
chance the contents often. It is sald 
a re't that is clean and properly made 
ls an inducement to laying hens and 
nat only that but dirty eggs are spolled 

' w left In the nest and allowed 
to tl during cold weather; they 


shenuld be gathered at least three times 
a dov, cep m in even temperature 
unt"! ready fe set them, which time 


should not exet four or five days. 
Easily Constructed Coop. 
The common A-shaped coop is one of 
the most easily constructed and 
econventent forms in use. The 
wo- disadvantage connected with 
it Ie the difficulty of re 
moving the feeding and drinking 
yveovela for cleaning or of catching a 
bird In it without danger of some of 
the birds escaping. To obviate this, 
one cf the slats may be made to slide, 
on In the figure. 


The opening made by sliding this clat 

Is sulllelent to admit the hand and 

arm so that any part of the coop may 

be reached without leaving an avenue 

cf escape unguarded, 
Nove! Farm Machinery. 

In Germany the farmers have util- 
ized the bicycle to operate threshing 
machines and milla. The motive pow- 
er la gasoline and a few cents, worth 
supplies the farmer for a couple of 
‘ays’ running of the mill. The miller 
who standa by the motor cycle engine, 
has connected the same by a pulley 
with the grindstone, which was evl- 
dently first worked by a hand crank. 

While the miller’s man feeds the 
mill on one side his wife stange by 
and sweeps the threshed and freshly 
winnowed corn into the bin which ts 
just below the level of the floor, at 
the rate at which It is evidently fall- 
Ing Tho simple mill must be a mon- 
ev making investment, and ‘It is cer- 
tainly a labor saving device of a moat 
modern method,

CHESS IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Woman Champlon Explains its EM- 
clency. 


Fads and frills in the school course 
are outdone! Miss Rosa Bradford Jef- 
ferson, the latest advocate of an addi- 
tlon to the curriculum, would have 
every child taught to play chess as part 
of the education given it by the state. 

But Miss Jefferson is no faddist. The 
gospel she preaches is one impressed 
by years of practice and result, for she 
is herself a chess child,” and it is 
from the height of her position as the 
champion woman chess player of the 
world that she is urging upon duca- 
tors a list of reasons why chess should 
be an essential of a practical public 
school training. 

All my family were chess players, 
and I suppose a bent in that direction 
came to me naturally. When I was six 
I already understood the game, and by 
the time I was eight I had defeated 
some of the leading experts of Missis- 
sippi. 

“Except for the first few moves, I rely 
on no set method. Everything depends 
on my antagonist. There is no such 
tħing as chance in chess. It is all a 
matter of calculation. It is to the mind 
what physical culture is to the body, 
what manual training is to the hands. | 
It is a splendid mathematical disel- 
pline. It develops a reasoning mind. It | 
inculcates accuracy, and sharpens ob- 
servation to a point that makes it pho- 
tographic. Memory becomes a series 
of pictures. The Germans are introduc- 
ing it into their schools. Why should 
not we do likewise? 

“My knowledge of chess has made 
everything easier for me. It helped me 
in music to understand the principles 
of harmony. Itis a help in arithmetic. 
It ts a help in spelling. Just consider 
the intricacies of chess,“ continued the 
enthusiast. "The first move on either 
side can be made in twenty different 
ways, and the possible combinations 
after that are practically beyond com- 
Putation. Success depends not upon 
luck, but upon brain. The attack, the 
defense and the capture are made be- 
fore the eye of the enemy. — New York 
World. 


Strange Foods. 

A Chinaman conducts in New York 
what is probably the queerest shop in 
the world. The sign on the door says: 

“Strange Foods— Exotics." 

And here are sold eatables from all 
parts of the world. 

Chow-chow is one of the dealers’ 
oommodities. This is not the chow- 
chow that everybody eats, a cheap 
pickle; it is the real Chinese chow- 
chow, a compound of bruised vegeta- 
bles, very odd and bitter in taste, and 
very costly—$1.50 a pint. 

Ant-cakes are small biscuit of a gray- 
ish color that cost $2.50 aplece. They 
are made of the dried and compressed 
bodies of African white ants. Men who 
live a while in Africa grow fond of ant- 
cakes, as they who live a while in Ja- 
pan grow fond of Japanese raw fish. 
The dealer sells, be says, about a hun- 


| dred of these cakes every month. 


Edible snails he sells ln great quan- 
tlea to French families. Filled with | 
the green butter that gives them succu- 
lence—escargot butter they cost ten 
cents aplece. 

The man sells betel nut, which lu the 
east is chewed like tobacco. A box of 
ground betel weighing a half pound 
costs a dollar. Half a teaspoonful of 
the powdered nut is wrapped In a leaf 
and chewed with a pinch of lime. 
Though it darkens the enamel, it is sald : 
to preserve the teeth. 

Genuine Russian caviar is one of the 
dealer's most costly commodities. A | 
tablespoonful of it costs $2. Twice as | 
much ordinary caviar can be bought | 
elsewhere for a quarter, but those who | 
have once tasted the real thing never 
again return to the substitute—etur- 
geon roe; for Russian caviar is as dif- 
ferent from sturgeon roe as liver is 
from crow. 


Teaches History with Dolls. 

A novel idea has been realized in 
Paria by M. Leo Claretie, who, besides 
being an eminent educationist, is an 
ardent advocate of rendering education | 
attractive, His system of the history 
of France in dressed dolla is to be 
placed on public exhibition, as an ob- 
ject lesson in its capabilities, Even the 
prehistoric periods, whose life can only 
be known on the testimony of the 
rocks, are represented. 

Within the pale of history every age 
is represented by its leading figures, as 
Gaul, pre-Roman, Roman and Frank- 
ish. Then come the Crusades, the Eng- 
lish wars, the middle ages, the carly 
modern period, and so on to the third | 
republic.
